introduced in tne ftnate and al- i 
lowed to lie oa the table so that '• 
their authors.

land and Mr. Vest of Missouri, may j 
bring them to the early attention of j 
the senate. The isthmian canal re- j 
port was transmitted to the senate 
by the president and several 
bills 


prorlding for the construction of the 
waterway, one of them by Xr. Morgan 
of Alabama, who has led the move- 
ment for the canal la the past, were 
presented. 


Two bill* looking to the construc- 


tion of an Isthmian canal via the Nic- 
araugua route, were introduced. The 
first of these was presented by Sena- 
tor Mo;gan and is as follows: "That 
the president of the United States be, 
and is. hereby authorized to acquire 
from and to conclude agreements 
with the states of Costa Rica and Nic- 
aragua, or either of them, for and in 
behalf of the United States for the 
full control of such portion of terri- 
tory now belonging to Costa Rica and 
Nicaragua as may be desirable and 
pecessary on which to excavate, con- 
struct, govern, regulate, police and 
protect a canal of such depth and ca- 
pacity as will be sufficient 
for the 


movements of ships of the greatest 
tonnage and draught now in use. from 
a point near Greytown, on the Car- 
rlbean sea. via Lake Nicaragua to 
Breto. on the Pacific ocean; and such 
sum as may be necessary to secure 
necessary rights, privileges and such 
control is hereby appropriated out of 
any money in the treasury not other- 
wise appropriated." 
' - 


Measures were launched by Sena- 


tors Hoar and McComas for the pro- 
tection of the lives of the president 
and other officers of the United States. 
They provide the death penalty for 
the willful killing, or assault with in- 
tent to kill, the president, vice presi- 
dent, or any officer upon whom the 
powers Bf the president may devolve, 
the federal courts to have jurisdiction 
in such offenses. 


Senator Lodge reintradnced his im- 


migration bill, providing for an educa- 
tional test for the admission of immi- 
grants. The writing test is removed 
and the new bill requires only that 
the immigrant snail be required to be 
able to read. Another bill introduced 
by Senator Lodge is his old measure 
for the reform of the consular service, 
applying civil service regulations to 
the appointment of consuls. 


Bills for the continued exclusion of 


Chinese were presented by Senators 
Mitchell, Fairbanks, Stewart, Quay 
and Penrose. Senator Mitchell's bill 
also applies to the exclusion of Japan- 
ese and Filipinos and their descend- 
ants, as well as those of Chinese. Sen- 
ator Jones introduced without amend- 
ment the anti-trust bill which passed 
the house during the last session of 
congress bnt failed to pass the senate.
